William Bemofski, a 
laborer, had both legs broken and was 
injured in the abdomen. He died soon 
after.

He is seriously, but not neces- 
sarily fatally, injured. 
Geo. Boberitz,

tion. The judges will report to the 
commission and have all dealings with 
them. At the meeting of this council 
this week many speeches were made on 
the Sioux bill, and a large majority 
favored accepting its provisions at once.

Coontry of Deceptive Appearances—The 
Soil Ixtoks Poor, but Produces Fine 
Crops. 
The Boca Grande and the Casas 
Grandes are the same river, like the 
Wind Biver and the Big Horn in our 
own country, the tAvo changing names 
at a certain point. 
Better speaking, 
they have the same river bed, for in 
the dryest seasons the Casas Grandes 
sinks and reapjiears further doAvn as 
the Boca Graude, the two streams 
being really identical most of the time, 
hoAvever, both of them emptying into 
the great "sink" known as Laguna 
Guzman. 


The scenery along the Boca Grande 
is picturesque, yet somewhat peculiar. 
The riA'er bottom is flat, very Avide, and 
rich in soil, but on tlie flanks rise the 
Mexican mountains sheer out of the 
plains. 
To the Avest are the Sierra 
Madres, yet covered Avith snoAV on the 
highest peaks, 
making sohie of the 
most beautiful landscapes I haA-e ever 
seen as AieAved from

points presented. 


One of them, Pacheco Peak, in the 
Boca Grande range (named after the 
Mexican Minister of the Interior), is 
given in the ilhistration.

road OA er them, giving a road-bed that 
any macadamized highAvay in our OAvn 
countrj' might envy.

I noticed one peculiarity of 
some 
rocky soil along these ridges tliat I 
liaA'e neA'er seen elseAvhere, a:id Avliich 
1 Avould never have noticed eA en here 
liad it not been pointed out to me by 
one of my guides, Avho also demon- 
strated its correctness. 
Great areas of 
tlie soil Avere covered 
Avitli stones 
mostly of a flat kind, and so A ery thick 
that little Aegetation could groAv be- 
tAveen them, thus presenting a decid- 
edly 
desolate aspect Avhere no one 
Avonld 
believe that anvtliinic 
could 


j)Ossibly groAv except the oquetilla cac- 
tus that broke through as some hardy 
shrub breaks through a stone paAe- 
ment. 


One of my Mexican men told nni 
that the stones Avere oidy on top. and 
by removing them the 
richest 
of red 
soil could be found underneath not 
bearing a single stone in a cubic yard 
of earth. 
The soil had not been 
Avashed aAvay as the rains beat doAvn, 
oAving to the stones, until they had been 
brought to the sui'face; but liere this 
"toil dressing" of flat rock had shielded 
it from further action, protecting it, let 
us hojje, for some further use of man. 
They told me that this jjecnliar kind 
was the richest and most easily cnlti- 
A-ated soil in Mexico, 
and it looked 
poor enough to me to be jjut in some 
terrestrial alms-house along Avith the 
Sahara desert. 


But this Avhole Southeast, or rather 
the NorthAvest, from a Mexican stand- 
point, is a country of deceptiA^e apjiear- 
ances. 
Hundreds of my readers have 


probably traveled over the Santa Fe 
Eaili'oad as it courses through the Bio 
Grande Valley, and from their stand- 
point of grassy, pleasant-looking coun- 
try in the East, have Avondered what 
this cheerless area of sand and sage- 
brush could ever be put to; yet in this 
vallev is a farm of twenty-two aci*es, 
for which $60,000 has been flatly re- 
fused, not one cent of its value being 
in its proximity to some other place, as 
the valuable httle far&s around our 
great Eastern cities, bilt purely in 
what it can prodnoe.

tJiis disease may often be given from 
the ilesh or milk of consnin})tive coavs. 
We know that typhoid fever, scarlet 
feA'er and dii)theria have many times 
been spread fiom milk. 
In my opin- 
ion the time has come for us to invent 
a vegetable milk. 
That it can be done 
I haA e not tlie sliglitest doubt. 
Some 
German food reformers claim already 
to IiaA'e succeeded, but Avliether their 
claims can l)e substantiated or not I 
do not knoAv. 
They even claim to have 
brought 
out a good 
substitute for 
mother's milk for babes Avlieii mothers 
unhappily do not snp})ly the natural 
article. 


There are several trees in the Avorld 
])ioducing )nilli. 
"The coav tree" of 
the Cordilleras, in Soutli America, is 
perhaps tlie most noted one. 
That 
great seientist, Humboldt. Avliose poAv- 
ers of observation ha\ e hardly been 
e(|ualed. gave a nio.si iiitt'i-esting de- 
sc-ri])tion of it. 
He wrote: 
"Aniong 
tlie curious ])henoniena that I beheld 
during my journey 
tlirough 
Soutli 
America, tliere Avas hardly 
anything 
tliat struck my imagination so forci- 
bly as the 'cow tree.' 
It groAvs on the 
rocky side oi' a mountain, scarcely in- 
sinuating its roots in the sto)ie. 
For 
many months not a slioAver of rain 
falls on its dry leaves, the branches 
seem dry and dead, but pierce 
the 
trunk and a sAveet and nourisliing milk 
floAvs. At siinrise tJiis Aegetalde source 
is most abundant: then the blai'ks and 
native people hurry from all parts 
Ijrovided Avith jugs ito catcli the milk, 
Avhich turns thick and yellow on the 
surface." 
M. Bousingalt lias analyzed 
tills vegetable milk, and declared be- 
fore the Academy of France that it 
most certainly approaclies in its com- 
liosition to tlie milk of a coav, and con- 
tains not only fatty matter but also 
sugar caseiiie and phosjihates. 
The 
relative proportions of these substances 
are greatly in faA-or of the Aegetable 
milk and bring it up to the value and 
richness of cream. 
The "cow trees" 
also groAv in Demerara, Ceylon and 
the Canary Islands. 


The pulque 
of the Mexicans takes 
the place, to a largo extent, of milk, 
and it is brought into the City of Mex- 
ico every morning on pulque 
trains, as 
milk is on milk trains in our cities: but 
it is ([uite different in taste and com- 
pfisition from milk. 


Antidotes for Poisons. 


For carbolic acid, give flour and wa- 
ter or glutinous drinks. 


For carbonade of soda, copperas and 
cobalt, giA'e a prompt emetic-soap or 
mucilaginous drinks. 


For strychnine and nux vomica, give 
an emetic of mustard or sulphate of 
zinc, aided by warm water. 


For caustic soda, caustic potash, and 
volatile alkali, give freely of water with 
lemon juice or vinegar in it. 


For chloroform and chloral hydrate, 
pour cold water over the head and face, 
with artificial respiration, galvanic bat- 
tery. 


For blue vitriol, corrosive sublimate, 
saltpeter, sugar of lead, and bedbug 
poison, give milk or white of eggs in 
large quantities. 


For oil of vitriol, hartshorn, or am- 
monia, muriatic and oxalic acids, give 
magnesia or soap, dissolved in water, 
eA'ery tAvo minutes. 


For Fowler's solution and arsenic, 
give emetic of mustard and salt, a table- 
spoonful of each, and follow with sweet 
oil, butter, or milk. 


For antimonial Avine or tartar emetic, 
give warm water to encourage vomit- 
ing. 
If vomiting does not stop, give a 
grain of opium in water. 


For laudanum, morphine, and opium, 
give strong coffee, followed by ground 
mustard or grease in warm water, to 
produce vomiting. Keep patient in con- 
stant motion.

Oklahoma, in the language of the 
CliickasaAV Indians, signities "beautiful 
land." 
It was the name given by the 
Indians to a tract of country cimtain- 
ing almost i2,(,H)(),()U0 acres, and situ- 
ated nearly in the center of Indian 
Territory. 
Some of tlie land is poor, 
but the larger ])art of if is the ricliest 
and most productive knoAvn in tlie 
Avorld. 
It is also believed to contain 
valuable mineral deposits. 
It 
Avas 
originally a part of 
tlie Louisiana 
purchase, and Avas included in the 
tract assigned by Congress in 1S30 to 
be divided up among various Indian 
tribes, to be theirs forever. 
Okla- 
homa, under this act of Congress, be- 
came the i)ro])erty of the Creek tribe, 
and remained in their undisputed pos- 
session till 185tj. 
In that year they 
made a treaty with the Seminoles, 
by which the Uavo tribes held 
the 
country jointly till 18(>(>, Avhen the 
tAvo consented to a sale of it to the 
United States for al)out 15 (rents an 
acre. A feAv months after this sale was 
com])leted a Ijill Avas rushed thr<mgh 
Congress granting to the Atlantic & 
Pacilic IlailAvay a right-of-way thvough 
the territory thus })urchased, together 
with a grant of alternate sections of 
land for forty miles on each side of the 
ruilAvay. 
It was then generally be- 
lieved that the purchase of Oklahoma 
had been advocated and accomplished 
Avith a vieAv to giving the raihvay com- 
pany this valuable gi-ant. 
The com- 
jiany made a survey for the proposed 
line but never built it. 
It was decided 
by the courts that the land Avas not yet 
open to settlement, and would not be 
so throAvn open excejit by proclama- 
tion from the President of the United 
States. 
It was expressly 
provided 
in the raihvay charter that it should 
be 
forf^ted 
if 
the 
officials 
of 
the company in any Avay aided or abet- 
ted any movement for the opening of 
Indian' Territory for settlement. 
If 
they built the road without settlers it 
would be a losing venture; if they at- 
tempted to get settlers along its line 
they would lose their charter. 
What 
should be done under these conditions ? 


Here we get a glimpse of Avhat is 
generally believed to be the first cause 
of the boomers. . They were men hired 
secretly by the railAvay company to 
break into "(Oklahoma in defiance of the 
United States Government and found 
settlements. 
This is denied by the 
railway authorities and can of coTirse 
never be proved.

They are for the most part 
bright and merry, mnch like other boys 
among themselves, but inclined to oe 
^ v e and suspicious in the preselioe of 
foragers. 


Girls are seldom admitted to the Arab 
schools, and they do not go, except 
rarely-, to the French schools. They aré 
usually married at an age when Ameri- 
can girls are still playing -»vith dolls. A 
good proportion of the Arab boys attend 
the French schools, and in some of tine 
towns all tne Arab children speak and 
write French. 


There is, however, a race of people in 
Arabia who are much more eager to leam 
than the Ai^abs, They are the Kabyles, 
who, although Mussulmans in religion, 
some scientists believe to.belong to the 
same race as the inhabitants of South- 
ern Eiu-ope. They are mostly farmers 
and mountaineers, and are very indus- 
trious; they are eager to leara, and send 
all their girls and boys to school wher- 
ever schools are founded. Among them 
are some strange colonies «teseended 
from the ancient Bomans, and still call- 
ing themselves Komans, or "Rumi." 


The Algerian Jews, too, who are de- 
scended from the Jews whom the Span- 
iards banished from their countiy, pay 
much attention to the instruction of 
their children. 


Under the influence of 
education 
great changes ai'e taking place in the 
character of the population of Algeria, 
which, at the beginning of the present 
centuiy, was almost entirely Mussul-

The Philadelphia license court has just 
finished its work, having licensed 1,404 
saloons, against nearly 6,000 in 1887. 
The Philadelphia Tmes says that the 
city has not only found it quite ijossible 
to get along >vith one-fifth of the num- 
ber of drinking places foi-merly toler- 
ated, but has found veiy great advantage 
from the reduction, as is evidenced by 
the better order prevailing and the di- 
minished number of inmates in the 
almshouse and house of correction. 


ROTALTÏ has its advantages as well as 
its annoyances. 
The Shah of Persia

The semi-centennial celebration oi 
the founding of the Concordia college, 
which is to take place in this oify on the 
25th and 26th of next month, promises 
to be an event of great interest and im- 
portance to the Lutheran congr^tions 
of the west and will call to the city 
large number of the old «tudents and 
friends of the college from different 
parts of the country. 


A FAGB OF MSTOBY. 


This great educational institution was 
founded in 1839 in Perry county, IkGs- 
souri, with two professors and a half 
dozen students. 
It was the outgrowth 
of a colony of several hundred Saxons, 
who had settled in that neighborhood, 
and for ten years it grew in dimensions 
when, with sixty students and six pro- 
fessors, it was moved to S t Louis. 


Remaining in that city until 1861 the 
directors deemed it advisable to move 
the institution to Fort Wayne. 
This 
was done, and the seminary previously 
located at this place, was transplated to 
St. Louis, combined with the nucleus 
of theological students left there and is 
now the great 
Concordia imiversiiy 
which sends into the active field of the 
ministry of the Lutheran church each 
year its brilliant graduates. 


The coUege here was located in the 
eastern confines of the city. With each 
passing year it has grown in numbers 
and 
dimensions. I t now has 212 
students and the attendance has been 
as high as 275. Its grounds cover 
nearly 
thirty 
acres and on them 
situated 
the buildings of the 
institution, 
including 
the several 
college 
and boarding 
halls, the 
residences 
of 
the 
professors, 
and the main buildings, 
which are 
commodious and handsome in their 
structure. 


KO IIOVUEB SPOT 


for the location of an institution of 
learning could have been selected than 
the one chosen for this one. 
Its broad 
campus, its shaded spots, its quiet re- 
treats, its beautiful walks, and its many 
attractions charm the visitor, especially 
at this season of the year when Nature 
lends to the place her rarest gifts, and 
THE SIAMNEII reporter found it so last 
evening, when he visited the Concordia 
grounds to seek Prof. Otto Siemon, to 
whom, with Rev. H. G. Saner, the pas- 
tor of the St. Paul's Lutheran church, 
he is indebted for much of the informa- 
tion contained in this article. 


THE OOTTBSE OF STUDY. 


The students in attendance at the col- 
lege come from the Lutheran congrega- 
tions all over the west, and most of them 
board at the institution. 
The course of 
study is a thorough one, and with the 
preparatory studies, embraces the lan- 
guages, literature, the higher mathe- 
matics and sciences, fitting the student 
for entrance into any of the professions, 
and for the theological course which 
finished at the St. Louis university. 


THE FACUI/TY. 


The faculty is an able one and is com- 
posed as follows: Director or president, 
Andrew Baepler; rector, George Schick; 
Prof. H. W. Diederich, Prof. August 
Crull, Prof. Herman Duemling, Ph. D., 
Prof. Frederick Zucher, Prof. Otto Sie- 
mon, Ph. D., and assistant professor, 
August Schuelke. 


Space forbids us from entering into 
many interesting details concerning the 
institution which we gathered during 
our calls upon Rev. Sauer and Prof. 
Siemon, but we may be' permitted to 
say that it isi» grand place of learning, 
and is the pride of the German Luth- 
eran congregations of tiie west by which 
it is supported.

The semi-centennial exercises will be 
one of fhe grandest events in the histo- 
ry of the church for years.

What One Conversation 
Old. 


Those who are always waiting for 
some great opportunity to do good, 
thereby neglecting the less ojjportuni- 
ties that cluster »11 about the pathway 
of each individual, need to leai'n that 
great results, may flow from apparently 
trivial causes. 
The chance just at hand 
is the one to be imjiroved, instead of re- 
maining inactive, waiting for the strik- 
ing opportunity that may never come.

MEETS 
aVDlCB. 


"I would never engage Col. Ingersoll 
for a counsellor," said a business man 
the other day; "I should fear that the 
very prejudice against him on account 
of his religion would lose the case with 
the average jury." 


The remark calls to mind the uniform 
practice of the orator before a jury, a 
practice he adopted at the outset of his 
career at the bar. 
He realized that un- 
conscious if not conscious prejudice 
might quietly work against him, parti- 
cularly in places where he was not per- 
sonally known, and so his first object 
everywhere has been to overcome any 
secret religious feeling against himsell 


"There was but one thing that could 
serve me this purpose,'* he said to a 
Philadelphia friend long ago, "and that 
was humor. 
There is only one sort of 
argument that will completely untie 
the knots in a stubborn, bigoted brain, 
and that is humorous argument. 
No 
fallacy can withstand the force of humor 
though all the facts in the universe 
would not budge it. 
There is an insidi- 
ous, undermining power about humor 
that leaves nothing for prejudice to 
stand on. 
About the first case in which 
I appeared as a pleader there were 
twelve men on the jury who hated me 
so religiously that I thought the best 
thing I could do for my client was to 
take a train and leave the State. 
But I 
didn't. 
I stayed there and when it came 
my turn to address the jury, they looked 
as they would rather hear an address 
from Mephistopheles himself. ' I had 
some good anecdotes in stock and I 
began to weave them into my address, 
one after another, where I thought they 
would hit. 
The first one was taken 
with perfect soberness. 
After a while 
I got an encouraged wrinkle on one old 
fellow's face. 
Another yarn made sev- 
eral of them grin, 
I was running short 
of good things to say, but I felt that I 
dare not stop speaking until I had made 
every one of them laugh to himself like 
a good fellow. 
Before I had finished 
every juror's face had been many times 
thoroughly wreathed Avith smiles and 
the laughter of the crowd in the court 
room had been checked repeatedly. 
I 
won the case and resolved never to 
leave a jury, if I could help it, until I 
had made every man in it take several 
good quiet laughs, as a guarantee that 
he had nothing against me personally— 
as a safeguard against unconscious ijre- 
judice."—Philadelphia 
hiquirer.

UOW PASSOVER 
BREAD 
IS 
MADE. 


In the preparation of the Jewish Pass- 
over bread the kneading is done in the 
ordinary way. 
Pure gunpowder water 
is the only component added. The time 
for the dough to be baked is reduced to 
the mimimum. 
It is broken into flat 
cakes and then run between rollers into 
very thin sheets. 
Over these a work-; 
man rolls a pronged steel to perforate 
the dough, so that air-holes may be seen 
in the baked cakes. 
A steel hoop cuts 
the dough into round, flat sheets, which 
are then ready for the oven. 
The baker 
stands with a paddle attached to a vei7 
long handle. 
With the aid of a boy he 
thrusts the cakes into the brick com- 
partment, and in half a minute pulls 
them out ready for use. A matzathcake 
is round, about four feet in diameter, 
somewhat browned' and having slight 
air hole projeotiona on its surface. They 
have a rather pleasant taste, not unlike 
that of crackers, and make a good sub- 
stitnte for bread.

The Rev. T. De Witt Talmi^, D. D., 
preached at the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
Sunday to a vast congre^tion. 
His 
subject was "A Poisoned Dinner,''and 
his text II Kings iv, 40: "So they poured 
out for the men to eat. And it eame to 
pass, as they were eating of the pottage, 
that they cried out, and said, O thou 
man of God, there is death in the pot. 
And they could not eat thereof. " 


Elisha bad gone down to lecture to 
the students in the theological semin- 
ary at Gilgal. He found the students 
very hungry, as students are very apt to 
be. It is very seldom the world makes 
large provisions for those who give 
themselves to intellectual toil. In order 
that these^tndents may be prepared to 
hear what Elisha says, he first feeds 
their hunger. He knew very well it is 
useless to talk, to preach, to lecture 
with hunfikry men. 


So Elisha, recognizing this e«mmon 
sense principle, which every Christian 
ought to recognize, sends servants out 
to get food for these hungry students. 
They pick up some good, healthful 
heritg, but they happen to pick up also 
coloquintida, a bitter, poisonous, death- 
ful herb. They bring all these herbs, 
they put them into the boiling pot, they 
stir them up. and then a portion of this 
food is brought to the students and 
their professors. Seated at the table, 
one of the hungry students begins im- 
mediately to eat, and he happens to get 
hold of some of the coloquintida. He 
knew it by the taste. He cries out: 
"Poison, poison! O thou man of God, 
there is death'in the pot!" Consterna- 
tion is thrown over the whole group. 
What a fortunate thing it was that this 
student was so early found the colo- 
quintida in the mixture at the table! 
You will by reference find this story i» 
precisely as I have mentioned it. 


Well, in our day there ate great cal- 
drons of sin and death. 
Coloquintida 
of mighty temptation is pressed into it. 
Some dip it out, and taste, and reject it 
and live. Others dip it out, taste it, 
keep on and die. And it is the business 
of eveiv minister of religion and every 
man who wishes well to the human race, 
and who wants to keep the world back 
from its follies and its sufferings, to cry 
out: "Beware! poison, poison! Look 
out for this caldron! Stand bock! Be- 
ware!" 


Sin has done an awful work in onr 
world. It has gone out through all the 
ages, it has mixed up a great caldron of 
trouble and suffering and pain, and the 
whole race is poisoned—poisoned in 
body, poisoned in mind, poisoned in 
soui. But blessed be God that the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ is the antidote, and i ask.

there shall be comfort, and where there 
was death there shall be life.

Some of the readers have no doubt 
frequently made use of the expression 
"quick as thought," but have any of 
them ever stopped to consider how 
quick thought is? 
A writer in the 
Nineteenth 
Ce7itunj has made some 
interesting calculations regarding the 
comparative length of time it takes to, 
call to mind various every-day facts. 


It takes about two-iifths of a second 
to call to mind the country in which a 
well-known town is situated, or the lan- 
guage in which a familiar author wrote. 
We can think of the name of next 
month in half the time we need to 
think of the name of last month. 
It 
takes on the average one-third of a sec- 
ond to add numbers consisting of one 
digit, and half a second to multiply 
them. 
Such experiments f^ve us con- 
siderable insight into the mind. 


Those used to reckoning can add two 
to three in less time than others: those 
familiar with literature cau remember 
more quickly than others that Shak- 
speare wrote "Hamlet." It takes longer 
to mention a month when a season has 
been given than to say to what month a 
season belongs. 


The time taken np in choosing a mo- 
tion, the "will time," can be measured 
as well as the time taken up in i)erceiv- 
ing. 
If I do not know which of two 
oolOTed lights is to be presented, and 
must Itft my right hand if it be red and 
my left if it be bine, I need abont one- 
thirteenth of a second to initiate the 
correct motion.

The lesson for Sunday. Maj 19. maylîe 
found in Mark 14:12-26. 


The two diseiples who went before our 
Lord to prepare for bis triumphant ontianèe 
into Jerusalem must have had strange sur- 
mises as to what that event m^ht portend. 
Mmilarly the two disciples who are sent 
beforehand in this lesson to make ready the 
passover could not but have htid Muxtous 
anticipations rej;ardlnf; what the morrow 
might bring forth. And those anticipations 
were not iH-foiRided. thoi^h tbe 
denoue- 
ment was far from tbat which their human 
aspirations and desires prompted them to 
expect. 
It has been suagested that the 
diseiplfls were looking , to see our Lord's 
Messiahlo power displayed at this feast. 
And was it not? Thwe in that upper room, 
in the broken bread and the wine poured 
out. was given a symbol which, with all it 
set forth of merey and mieht. was to 
abide to remotest generations, the Lord's 
Sapper. 


WHAT THE LBWON TEACHKS. 


And they made ready the paasover. 
They 
were doing more : they were preparing also 
toe the Lord's Supper.waich should hence- 
forth take the plac» o£ the tormer mumoriaL 
Both spoke of deliverance through the 
blood, but the older rite only foreshadowed 
und prefigured what was to be taught in 
rounded completeness- by the Lord's 8up- 
]»er. Thus the Old and the New are bound 
together. 
Israel was ever making ready 
for this, the true passover. 
It was not 
necessary that she should know it in full. 
God works quietly and oftentimes throutra 
hiding» of power to the uceoinplishment of 
his designs of grace;. That is a signiiicant 
passage over in the sixth of first Kiugs re- 
garding the buildlne off Solomon's temple, 
type of God's spiritual building.

This is mu hotlu. 
Look at it simply and 
naturally. 
Not, uS given to bolster up an 
ecclesiastical rule, as with tho Pap?,cy, nor 
iis a niere proof-text lor theological formula, 
as with Luthuranism. 
It was a keep-sake, 
love's reininder. 
Our ¡Savior asking to bo 
remembered—alas,that it should be needed. 
The Master is looking for the last time into 
the eyes of his disciples. 
Ta'.ce this, ho 
savs, as a reminder of îne: "Do this in re- 
membrance of mo. " "VVhenovor you turn to 
it in niy name it shall call mo back to your 
recollection. 
Yea, to the recollection of tho 
worM. 
"For as oft as ye eat this bread and 
ilrink this cup, ye do show forth the Lord's 
death till he come." Look then at the Lord's 
i^uppjr not as a mystical sacrament but as 
a simple remembrance. 
Christ is its only 
signilicanco, and alone as wo apprehend 
him in it do we oat it worthily or avaiiing- 
ly. To tho Christian it is in one sense a 
lesson j-evietced. the lesson of atoning grace; 
in another sense a face recalled, the face of 
our Savior and our Elder Brother; in still 
another it is, or should be. a life 
recired. 
the renewing of Christ's life of love within 
us. 
To tho world also it is a remmder both 
of tho fearfulness of sin and the gracious- 
ness of love. 
Let us bo careful to hold the 
keepsake as it was given to us that it may 
teach us the teacTiing whereunto it was 
sent. 


This is my blood of the Mew 
Testament. 
Wo like the old word "testament." 
"Coven- 
ant." the word also moans, but "covenant" 
makes us think of the legalism of the old 
dispensation. 
"Testament" suggests to us 
the pure love and full grace of the Gospel. 
It means bequest, free-gift. Moody says he

Christ left behind him, as it were, the 
mantle of his grace and the pledge and fore- 
taste of his ' people's inheritance in the 
heavens. 
The cup continually brings this 
to mind, "This cup is the New Testament 
in my blood," It is tho soul of his bequest; 
let us touch it reverently. 
Only sons can 
come to i t 
For "whosoever shall eat this 
break and drink this cup of the Lord un- 
worthily shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man examine 
himself and so lot him eat of that bread and' 
drink of that cup." 


He gave it to them. 
Do not lose sight of 
the Hand behind the cup and of the Face 
behind the bread. It was He who was giv- 
ing all the time. 
The last word from the 
teacher's lips wja in keeping with all the in- 
struction of his life, a lesson of grace given. 
The last motion of the Master's hands—and 
how often the disciples must have looked 
back to it with tender feeling?--was break' 
ing, hleeaint and oiving. O. at sight of- the 
broken bread and the poured-ont cap. our 
hearts should well up In gratefulness for all 
that Christ has gtveh out of his heart of 
loTei All we have and ere is through the 
love whioh giWÊ it to ue.
